MADRID, Feb. 17.—The excitement here is such that the Government is taking 
extra precautions to guard against outbreaks. The people may bring about war, 
and they are ready for it. The guards about the residence of Minister Woodford 
have been strengthened. 

Premier Sagasta has had an eventful day. He feels that a crisis is at hand for 
Spain, not because of the United States alone, but because of Spain herself. The 
Maine disaster, following closely upon the De Lome affair, complicates matters so 
that the sagacious statesman is in a dilemma. 

If, during this period of heated public feeling Spain should apologize for De 
Lome's indiscretion, serious disturbances would inevitably develop at home. 

And the Carlists’ strength and intrigue are factors more fearful that actual war 
with a foreign power. If, as has been hinted in the afternoon press here, the burden 
of proof that the disaster was an accident shall be placed upon Spain by the United 
States, then there would be no other alternative but war. Such an action woulhd be 
humiliating in the extreme and reflect on the honor of Spain in a manner beyond al] 
diplomatic settlement. *

HAVANA, Feb. 17.—The little dilapidated lighthouse tender Fern limped into the 

harbor at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. In answer to hail what was she, lighthouse 

tender or revenue cutter, asked without malicious intent by the Post-Dispatch’s tug, 
the surprising answer was growled out: 


“She's neither. She's a man of war of the United States Navy.”

It is said Blanco will attend the funeral.

FAVORABLE REPORTS GIVEN OF THE WOUNDED’ 
MEN OF THE MAINE AT KEY WEST. 


KEY WEST. Flia., Feb. 17.—The reports 
upon the Maine's wounded to-day are favor- 
able. Every possible care is being be- 
stowed upon them, and both well and in- 
jured are brighter and better after a nignt’s 
rest. Now it is the officers and men not 
concerned with the Maine who show sizns 
of exhaustion. Commander Forsythe of the 
naval station here has been on duty ever 
since the first news of the disaster was re- 
ceived here, and the officers and men on 
the torpedo boats Cushing and Ericsson 
have heen under a Breat strain, which no 
one who has not traveled on these ‘“elon- 
gated coffins’’ can appreciate. Fortunately 
the threatened norther did not develop, so 
the trips between here and the Tortu- 
gas were not so _ bad. But after a 


few accidents the discovery will 
be made ‘that the Florida 
channel between Key West and Florida is 
one of the roughest and most dangerous 
passages for smal] boats in the world. Ex- 
perienced men say it is worse than the 
English channel, the Gulf stream meeting 
the tide and wind and there is always a 
treacherous sea.

Sent to the Key West Naval Station 
Commandant. 

KEY WEST, Feb. 17.—Capt., Sigsbee’s 
message to Commandant Forsythe of the 
naval station here reads: 

“Havana, Feb. 16.—Advise sending Amer- 
ican vessel at once. The Maine is sub- 
merged, except the debris. Mostly work 
for divers. Jenkins and Merritt are still 
missing, and their is but little hope for 
their safety. Those known to have been 
saved areethe officers and 24 uninjured of 
the crew. Eighteen wounded men are now 
on board the Ward Line steamer, In the 
City Hospital and at the Mascotte Hotel, 
59, so far as known. All the others went 
down on board or near the Maine. The 
total loss or missing is 258. With several 
exceptions, no officer or man has more than 
part of a suit of clothing, a that is wet

RECORDER LEWIS’ RULING. 


of Her Husband for Seven Years 
He Will Issue a License. 


David Houser of 1445 Warren street and 
Mrs. Anna E. Schepp of 4089 Lee avenue 
secured a mafriage license Thursday after 


some trouble. 

When they applied the clerk asked them 
each if they were single or married. Haus- 
er said he had been married, but had ob- 
tained a divorce from Judge Talty only a 


short time ago, 
Mrs. Schepp said she was also married 


but had not heard of her husband for eight 
years. The clerk referred them to Re- 
corder Lewis, who told the woman that if 
she would make an affidavit to the effect 
that she believed she was a widow, and 
that her husband was legally dead, not 
having been heard from for more than 
seven years, she might have the license. 

Mrs. Schepp promptly swore to what was 
wanted and the license was issued. 

Recorder Lewis says that if a person has 
not been heard of for a period of seven 
years he is under the laws of Missouri .a 
dead man. 

“We have. often administered upon e#- 
tates of persons not known ih fact to be 
dead uponm-the showing that they had not 
been heard of for more than seven years, 
he said. “In one instance—I do not recall 
the name—the man was not dead, but 
turned up later. 

‘*‘All the woman has to do is fo make oath 
that her husband has been away for that 
period of time without being heard of in 
any way and not being found after a rea- 
sonable effort has been made to ascertain 
if he is alive.’’ 

Recorder Lewis instructed the marriage 
license clerk that he had no right to = 
back of the woman’s affidavit. If sne 
swore she was legally a widow the clerk 
had no option, but must issue the license 
just as if the woman knew to a certainty 
that her husband was actually dead. 

Judge John A, Talty, when asked ‘f a man 
after seven years’ absence could be con- 
sidered dead enough for his wife to marry 
another man, said: 

“The presumption of law is that after 
seven years of absence and sllence the man 
's dead. I wou not like to marry the 
woman without ore substantial proof, 
however.” 

Judge Gabriel Woerner. ex-Judge of the 
Probate Court, sa'd: “If a man has not 
been heard of for that length of time he is 
in the eyes of the law dead. It Is neces- 
sary, however, to advertise for two years 
if papers are to be taken out on his estate. 
An absence for that length of time, how- 
ever, in ordinary cases, is a presumption of 
death.”

FOR THE BEREAVED FAMILIES. 


A Resolution in the House Appropriat- 


ing $150,000. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—It is probable 
. that the families of the victims of the 
Maine disaster will be cared for by the Gov- 
ernment, as were the survivors of those 


who were lost in the Samoan hurricane 
several years ago, when 54 American offi- 
cers and sailors were lost from the Nip- 
sic, Vandalia and ‘Trenton, which were 
wrecked on that occasion. Representative 
McClellan 6f New York introduced a joint 
resolution appropriating $150,000 for this 
purpose in the House to-day.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 17.—Mr. E. W. C. 
Humphrey, who has for many years made a 
special study of the warships of the United 
States, was seen in regard tothe Maine, He 


Said that he has several times been on the 
Maine, and the last time she was in New 
York he was shown’ al] over the ship by 
Capt, Sigsbee. He said that the acident was, 
in his opinion, undoubtedly caused by a de- 
fect in the bullding of the Maine, which de- 
fect is found in all the ships of the United 
States Navy, and has already caused several 
accidents. 

The magazines of the Maine, which con- 
tain tons of powder, are of necessity placed 
below the level of the water to avoid the 
danger of being ignited by an enemy’s shéll. 

e defect in the building of the ship con- 
Sists that on each side of this immense 
magazine are two steam boilers, which are 
always heated to a great degree. Thus 


from the combined heat of the boilers the’ 


epace in which the powder is inclosed is 
often heated as high as 160 degrees, and the 
siagazine is in imminent danger of explod- 
ing. Mr. Humphrey says that there is 
hardly a doubt in his mind but that the 
boilers were heated to an unusual degree 
and the dynamite in the magazine finally 
ignited, thus causing the explosion. 

He says that this defect 1as long been 
recognized by naval officers, and several 
attempts have been made to remedy it, 
The necessity of having the magazine be- 
low the level of the water has caused the 
present system to be continued against 
the advice of some of the best posted men 
on nautical affairs. Some time ago the 
battleship Montgomery was set on fire by 
a similar explosion, and the cause was 
traced to the dangerous proximity of the 
boilers and magazine. This arrangement 
has been in use in the English navy for 
years, but recently the danger has been 
recognized, and many explosions long un- 
explained have been assigned to this cause. 

Outside of this one common error in con- 
struction the Maine was the most beauti- 
ful ship in the navy. Mr. Humphrey says 
it was splendidly manned, and he is con- 
vinced that the terrible accident was not 
due to any error or negligence of the of- 
ficers, but rather to the construction of 
the ship. Every ship in the White Squad- 
ron ts liable to the same danger, but the 
Maine was peculi*rly so, as it has three 
battery boilers in the ne ighborhood of the 
magazine, Where commonly only two are 
placed.

KEY WEST, Feb. 17.—Jose M. Mann of 
New York, a passenger on board the City 
Washington of the Ward Line, which 


was moored near the Maine on Tuesday 
night at the time of the disaster, in de- 
scribing the catastrophe to-day, said: 
“While we were conversing in the cabin 
at about twenty minutes past 9 on Tuesday 
night a loud report startied the company, 
They rushed to the port holes and saw an 
immense flash shoot up in the air with a 
terrific report. Debris of all kinds and a 
large number of bodies were thrown up- 
wards. It was at first believed that the 
Maine was being fired upon, but after- 
wards, as the City of Washington was 
struck by what turned out to be falling 
debris and she careened, itewas thought 
she was being fired upon. A at ond explo- 
sion took piace, and, sewn» we hear 
groans and cries of ‘Help! Help us!’ The 
boats of the City of Washington and those 
of the Spanish cruiser Alphonse XII. were 
hurriedly launched and went to the rescue. 
I went in one of the boats of the City of 
Washington, and the scenes I witnessed 
were heartrending. 

“Two of the small boats on board the City 
of Washington were stove in by the debr's 
from the Maine.

The affair caused the 
most tntense excitement in Havana, Seven 
bodies were picked up in the harbor yester- 
day and were identified, though horribly 
mangled. 

“The explosion occurred forward of the 
midship section of the Maine.’ 

Later reports to-day from the wounded 
of the Maine show them to be doing well 
except in the case of Patrick Foley, an 
apprentice, whose skull was fractured, It 
was feared Foley will die. 

The officers from the Maine here are at 
the hotels quartered with army. or 
navy friends and the seamen and others 
have been provided for at the_ barracks 
or have been sent to the cruiser New York. 
Aédistribution of clothing will be made 
to them as soon as possible. The officers 
can buv all they want here in the way 
of clothing.

Meets in the Southern. 


ARCHITECTS’ PLANS REPORTED. 


OPPOSITION ARGUMENTS MADE 
BY RIVER COMPANIES’ 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


PIERS WOULD BE IN THE WAY. 


Mr. Haarstick Says He Would Remove 
All Objections if the Spans 
Were Made 800 Fest 
in Width. 


By direction of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, made in compliance with an act of 
Congress, a board of Government engineers 
gave a public hearing Thursday in Parlor 
84 of the Southern Hotel to all persons in- 
terested in the location and construction of 
the proposed third bridge across the Miss- 
issippi River, between this city and East 
St. Louls. 

The board is composed of Lieutenant Col- 
onel Amos Stickney, Maj. Thomas H. FMiand- 
bury and Capt. Frederic V. Abbott, with 
First Lieutenant Charles Keller as re- 
corder. 

There were present 40 or 60 persons, rep- 
resenting various interests connected with 
the building of the bridge. Among them 
were: Ex-Congressman Forman, 
Stephens and City Comptroller 
East St. Louis; Henry C. Haarstick, Prof. 
. M. Woodward, James A. Reardon, City 

Comptroller Sturgeon and Chief Enginees 
Tallech of this city. 

Proceedings were formally opened by the 
reading of the act of Congress and the or- 
der from the Assistant Secretary of War, 
creating the board and explaining the scope 
and character of the public hearing. 

Engineer Tulloch, speaking for the bridge 

company, exhibited the plans agreed upon 
for the bridge. He said the structure 
would be composed of four spans, 51 feet 
above high water, and 6525 feet space be- 
tween. The Merchants’ Bridge has three 
spans and 6521 feet space. The width of the 
roadway will be the same as that of the 
Eads. The proposed location, he said, was 
in the neighborhood of Mullanphy street, 
on this side, to a point nearly opposite, on 
the East Side. 

The board asked whether he had record- 
ed current observations for high water. The 
engineer said he had not, because his com. 
pany was not prepared to proceed with the 
surveys last year until after high water 
season, and Mr. Forman had been advised 
in Washington that such information was 
on file in the office of the Mississippi River 
Commission in St. Louis. 

Ex-Congressman Forman told the story 
of the passage of the bHl and expressed 
surprise that there had appeared opposi- 
tion to the proposed location, when it was 
agreed beforehand that all objections to the 
bill were withdrawn by the limit of three- 
fourths of a mile from any other bridge.

Valley 
Transportation, made an argument, first, 
against any new bridge with piers, and sec- 
ond, against the location of the new bridge 
farther south than North Market stree. 

He submitted figures, in writing, to show 
] the large amount of harbor business done 
by his company, which deals with six ele- 
vators above the Eads bridgé and two be- 
low it. There are two elevators above the 
Merchants’ bridge and below Mullanphy 
street. During the first four months of 
last year his company moved 2,956,805 bush- 
els of grain from above the Eads, and 
361,400 bushels from below it. Between 
1877 and 1897 the company moved from this 
harbor for export to Europe 187,079,832 bush- 
els of grain in bulk It carried down 
stream 10,250,832 tons of freight; upstream, 
3,379,530 tons; or a total of 14,230,305 tons. 

Mr. Haarstick urged, thefefore, tne right 
of his company to protest against the loca- 
tion of the new bridge at Mullanphy street 
or anywhere south of North Market, which 
is just above the Farmers’ Elevator. 

Col. Stickney asked whether his objec- 
tionns would be removed by an 800 foot 
span on the West Side, and Mr. Harrstick 
responded in the affirmative. 

James A. Reardon, one of the directors 
of the bridge company, argued briefly in 
favor of the Mullanphy street location. 

Prof. Woodward, who said he appeared in 
behalf of the river interests, read a report 
of his examination of the plans and pro- 
posed location of the bridge. In one re- 
spect, he declared, the plans were fatally 
obscure, and in another respect they were 
not in compliance with the law. He argued 
that the bridge, which had been planned, 
would be dangerous to navigation and sub- 
versive of the commercial interests of the 
river. 

The bridge company notiffed the board it 
would present at the afternoon session re- 
butting testimony of river men and repre- 
sentatives of commercial bodies to show 
that the plans are entirely proper and not 
in any respect detrimental to the river trade 
or navigation. 

The board will be in session Friday and 
perhaps Saturday. 


LOSS OF THE CLARA NEVADA 


Fifty Persons on Board All Believed to 
Have Been Lost. 


NANIMO, B. C., Feb. 17.—A special from 
Juneau, Alaska, of Feb. 12, confirms the 
news of the loss of the Clara Nevada and 
says: 

‘*The cause of the disaster was doubtless 
the explosion of her boilers. Of the 00 
people on board none is believed to have 
been saved. The wreck was discovered by 
T. A. Marquam, customs inspector at Ju- 
neau, Who ordered the Rustler to the scene, 
in Lynn Canal, where a burning vessel had 
been seen. Wreckage bearing the name of 
the ill-fated vessel was found, but there 
was nothing to show the identity of any of 
the passe neers The Clara Nevada was a 
tramp steamer, and as she was plying be- 
tween United ‘hereon ports, she did not file 
her passenger list with the custom house 
officers. Those w iieten she had aboard had 
been hurriedly picked up at Skaguay, be- 
ing attracted by the cut which she made 
in rates. It is thought that she carried 
about twenty passengers, of whom two or 
three were women. Several were bound 
for Juneau and the balance for Seattle.” 


BOYCOTT ON THE GULF ROAD.

The Dreyfus case, in the final‘analysis of Zola’s 
appeal, is reduced to the simple question: Can 
justice -be obtained in France regardless of race 
prejudices and class influences? 

So far the result has been discouraging. Lit-,J 
tle has come out of the trial but theatricals, race 
animosity, disorder and unscrupulous intrigue. 
Prejudices and\class interests have prevailed. 

Evidence of a change in public sentiment is a 
good sign. But will it be strong enough to over- 
come intrigue and unreasoning prejudices and 
pluck out the heart of the Dreyfus mystery? If 
the moral sense of France is not strong enough 
to force the issue and to compel the Government 
to uncover and punish wrong in the army France 
is degenerate indeed. If the Government is not 
strong enough to do tts duty it is on the verge 
“wruin, and deservedly so.

10 per cent on all between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000 
and «o on, until $3,000,000 was reached, when 20 
per cent on gross receipts was to be paid. 

On this basis the city has received up to Sept. 
$0, 1897, for its percentage $457,478. From mileage 
charges it has received $352,778, or a total of 
$830,257. Besides this, the City Treasurer est!- 
mates the gain to the city from the universal 
transfer system at $100,000 per annum.

But the Kansas Pacific earns net profits to the 
amount of $1,000,000, or 5 percent on the Gov- 
ernment’s proper purchase price.

An increased advantage in favor of the Gov- 
ernment lay in junior mortgages aggregating 
$11,000,000, which the syndicate would have lost 
if it had permitted ithe Government to take the 
road for a price covering only the first and sec- 
ond mortgages. 

The Government in accepting one-half has 
made practically a free gift of the remainder to 
the Pacific roads syndicate. 

The Government claim has been cut down to 
make good subsequent claims of speculators. 

In short, the Government has permitted the 
syndteate to putin its treasury about $6,000,000 of 
the people’s money.

This Is the Emphatic Opinion of Naval Experts and 


Others Qualified to Pass on the Subject. 
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VIEWS GATHERED BY THE POST-DISPATCH. 


Time for Cool Deliberation Has Only Strengthened the Suspicion 
That Foul Play by the Spaniards Caused 
the Great Disaster. 
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There is no doubt @ the minds of most Americans that the Maine was deliber-- 


ately blown to pieces. 
Post-Dispatch correspondents in many cities, especially in the East, interviewed 
well-known naval officials and found an amazing number of the belief that a Spanish 


villain wreaked terrible revenge on this country. 

Those who believed the explosion was an accident were very positive in their 
faith, and some of these were prominent navy Officers, 

Secretary Long and Assistant Secretary Roosevelt are reported to be at total 
variance over the calamity, and both of these officials have chafed at their depart- 
mental moorings in consequence of the opposite directions from which they view the 
cause of the Havana horror. 

Whether the disagreement between them will go beyond a mere conflict of opin- 
ion will be determined in the future, but at the present time the relations between the 
Secretary of the Navy and his valuable and aggressive assistant secretary are 
strained, to say the least. 

Secretary Long has followed the lead‘of the President and publicly insisted that 
the explosion aboard the Maine was an accident. Privately it has been said he feared 
it was not. 

Secretary Roosevelt, backed by the ablest and most experienced officers of the 
navy, has taken the opposite view of the situation, and with his characteristic vigor 
has contended that the circumstances, as reported ia the official and unofficial returns 
from Havana savor of Spanish treachery. 

Thus the two ranking officials of the Navy Department have virtually been 
breaking lances with each other and the result has been more or less confusion among 
the subordinates. 

Some of the opinions follows 


CAPT. BOYTON EXPLAINS HOW THE 
MAINE COULD HAVE BEEN TORPEDOED. 


WILLIAMANTIC, Conn., Feb. 16.—Capt. Paul Boyton, the swimmer, believes that 
the blowing up of the Maine was the work of Spaniards. Capt. Boyton eaid the tor- 
pedo could have been floated from a skiff with a line and a catch that would etop it 
on the anchor chain. Then, by paying out the line attached to the torpedo for the 
distance that has already been determined between the anchor chain and boat, the 
torpedo could be brought alongside of the vessel and exploded in two different ways. 
There might have been a screw attached, similar to the screw on a propeller, end 
the moment the torpedo stopped moving and was brought with head to the current 
the screw would revolve, and, after making a certain number of revolutions, would 
release a pin within the torpedo and cause the explosion. 

Another method would be by clock-mechanism. A clock would be wound up and 
set at a fixed time to cause the explosion. This could be done in a most innocent- 
appearing way. 

The torpedo could have been floated down to the Maine and have al] the appear- 
ance of a piece of driftwood. Capt. Boyton is positive that the explosion was 
caused by one or the other of these methods. 


e 2 SECRETARY ROOSEVELT’S VIEWS. ~~” 

Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary Navy: I am conyinced that the destruo- 
tion of the Maine was not an accident. 

Chief Constructor Philip Hichborn at Washington: I am emphatically of the opin- 
fon that the disaster to the Maine was not accidental. 

Rear Admiral George E. Belknap, U. 8S. N., retired: I do not see how an explosion 
of the forward magazine could have occurred, Allthe ammunition is carefully cased, 
mostly in the form of projectiles, and their explosion by themselves is next to im. 
possible. | 

Rear Admiral Lucem, retired: The Admiral acmits that the blowing up of the 
Maine looks suspicious, but declines to express a positive opinion. 

Lieut, Cook, Chief of the United States hydrograph office in Chicago: That a 
boiler or Magazine explosion could have wrecked the Maine is almost out of the 
question. 

Amos J. Cummings, member of the Committee on Naval Affairs: 
vinced that it was the work of a torpedo. 

Senator Perkins of California, who has a large experience in naval affairs: The 
chances are 999 in 1000 that the calamity did not occur from an accident. 

Lieutenant-Commander Edwin Geer of the Maryland Naval Regerves: It is not 
at all unreasonable to believe a torpedo or mine, exploded under the Maine’s bow, 
caused the disaster. I am quite sure such was the case. 

Representative Hilborn of the Committee on Naval Affairs: It is improbable that 
the explosion occurred from within. 

Horace See, naval architect, New York: The Spanish Government is not bound to 
inform us where every torpedo is located. There is no knowing how the Maine was 
situated with reference to a mine. 

Ww. H. Mellach.—Expert Mellach carefully analyzed 10 different theories of acci- 
dental explosion from within the ship, and’eliminates them all. He then shows how 
the explosion could have been caused by a bomb or torpedo from without. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Speyres, Commandant of Marines, Navy Yard: It was no ac- 
cident that destroyed the Maine. It could have been no accident. ' 

Lieutenant Lewis Nixon, designer of the battleships Indiana, Massachusetts and 
Oregon: It would have been possible for spontaneous combustion to cause the cx- 
plosion. It may have occurred in a magazine in close proximity to a coal bunker. 

Capt. Harding of the United States battleship Indiana: I feel sure investigation 
will reveal the fact that the cause of the disaster was on the ship and not caused 
by a torpedo or mine. - 


IMPOSSIBLE FOR MAGAZINE TO EXPLODE. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—‘‘Under all the circumstances,” said Naval Constructor 
Philip Hichborn, “it does not seem to me the Maine’s disaster could have resulted 
from an accident. Everything was quiet and orderly about the ship as far as we have 
any knowledge, and the probabilities are that only one of the four engines was being 
used, With all the safeguards imaginable, and lying at anchor as quiet as possible, 


it seems unlikely that such an accident could have oceurred. Men were about the 
ship everywhere, but none of the machinery was in motion with the possible excep- 


tion of one of the smaller engines for necessary work aboard. If the Maine had been 
at sea or in action there might have been some valid reason for such an explosion as 
that which occurred, but with the conditions surrounding it in Havana, such a thing 
would seem to be impossible. Then, too, there was no possible manner for the ammu- 
nition in the magazine to be exploded unless by some infernal machine or other con- 
trivance. 

“No lights were carried into the magazine, nor were there any electric lights run- 
ning through it. All the light necessary was on the outside, with the wires a safe dis- 
tance from the explosivewr inflammable material in the magazine. If a modern man- 
of-war is not safe lying at anchor in port, what can be expected of the vessel when 
it is at sea or engaged in battle? Men could not be induced to enlist in the navy un- 
der any inducement that coukd be held out if it was shown that crulsers were merely 
floating death-traps. 

“Here was a vessel as stanch and well built as anything that ever left a shipyard, 
and in an instant almost the work of years goes for naught and we are told that 
there was an accident at the bottom of the affair. But I will never believe anything 
of the kind, and I have the best reasons for entertaining such opinions from my 
knowledge of the manner in which the Maine wag constructed.” 


FORMER PAYMASTER ON THE MAINE. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—Edward N. Whitehouse, who was paymaster on the Maine 
up to October last, was seen by a reporter of the Post-Dispatch. He does not be- 
lieve that the Maine was blown up by a bomb placed underneath it. He said: 

“All of the big battleships are provided with two or three large magazines. These 
are located in the afterpart of the vessel. Then there are several smaller maga- 
zines One of these is well forward in front of the chain lockers, 

“In this magazine on the Maine was stored what is known as ‘warheads’ for 
torpedoes, and which contain nitro-glycerine. These are, in my opinion, what caused 
the damage. There are two or three ways by which thesg could have been ignited. 
The one which suggests itself to me most forcibly is the probability of an explosion 
in the paintroom. This is located next to the small magazine, and the paint contains 
highly combustible matter, 

“An electric wire might have caused it. It would take a bomb weighing 30 pounds 
to blow up the Maine, and this could not have been placed without the operators be- 
ing discovered by the sentries. If one of the big magazines had blown up there 
would not be a piece of the Maine left as big as your hand.” 

Commander Eaton of the United Stateg ship Enterprise said: “It was highly im- 
probable that the terrible explosion was the result of Spanish treachery. He is quite 
certain that that it originated in the ship itseif.”’

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A SPANIARD BOASTED OF ENOUGH WIRES 
AROUND THE MAINE TO BLOW HER TO HELL. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 17.—Dr. C. E. Pendleton says he was told in Havana that “We 
have enough submarine wires under and all around the Maine to blow her to hell when- 
ever we choose.” 

Dr, Pendleton lives at Key West. He reached here. while the excitement over the 
Maine disaster was at its height. He hastily came to Washington when he heard the 
news. 

A few weeks ago Dr. Pendleton was in Havana, While there he was in constant 
communication with the New York newspaper correspondents. He left Cuba in the 
early part of this month and sailed from Key West on the Lampasas on Saturday af- 
ternoon, 

During the trip he was constantly !n the company of Capt. Hoswell. Just who the 
Captain was or the nature of his mission no one seemed to know. The crew spoke of 


him as “The Detective.” ! 
It was shortly after noon when the Lampasas was docked. Before she had been 


alongside the pier a minute a score of newsboyS8 were surrounding the gangway, 
shouting the fate of the Maine at the top of their voices, , 

What's that they are crying?” asked Pendleton, 

“Something has happened to the Maine,” answered a fellow passenger. 

‘‘What!” shouted the doctor, excitedly. He read the headlines hurriedly, simply 
catching a word here and there. 

But he grasped the situation as if by intuition. The paper fel] from his hands, 
He dropped on his knees, and, raising his hands and looking, upward, he said in .a 
choking voice: 

“My God! Why did I not send them word before?” 

Mr. Pendleton rusbed on the p’er and ordered acab. He piled his luggage Into the 
coach and with Capt. Hoswell drove off. 

The story of Dr. Pendleton, according to one of the passengers on the Lampasas, 
is as follows: 

Dr. Pendleton had been In Havana a few days only when the siory of the Maine 
having her guns leveled on Moro Castle began to be circulated in the cafes. The 
rumor naturally created excitement. The sympathizers with the insurgents were open 
in their boasts that the United States had at last awakened to the gravity of the 
situation and was ready to act upon the shghtest provocation. 

On the other hand the Spaniards were by no means reticent in their threats and 
defiance. They did not hesitate to say that if the Americang were not careful their 
fate woukd be a matter of history in a very few days. 

Dr. Pendleton paid little attention to these rumors and personal opinions. One day, 
while talking with a friend, he mentioned the fact that the Maine’s guns were leveled 
on Moro Castle. The man, who was a Spaniard and well posted on the plans of the. 
Spaniards, simply laughed, Pendleton asked him what he thought about it, 

“Why, don’t you know?” he replied, “if the Maine ever attempted to level her 
guns on Moro she would go up in the air like a balloon. We are prepared for every- 
thing and anything. The first warlike move on the part of this American battleship 
will be met with determined and decisive action by our people. We have enough sub- 
marine wires under and all around the Maine to blow her to hell whenever we choose,” 

At the time Pendleton thought little of the statement. 

It was only when he learned of the disaster to the battleship that the terrible 
truth dawned upon him. 

These stories of a plot to blow up the Maine were so prevalent about Havana 
that peopie began to regard them as the invention of Spanish boasters. 

The important information which Dr. Pendleton evidently intends to lay before 
the Administration will undoubtedly supply several missing links in the Govern- 
ment’s chain of information. 

In line with this Is the knowledge that a Spanish resident of this city, a man of 
responsible position, receivéd a few days ago a letter from a Lieutenant in the 
Spanish army in Cuba. This letter was written in Havana, is dated Jan. 28, 1898, and 
one section of it reads: 

“The visit of the battleship Maine has created a very bad feeling among us; it 
tastes like ‘burned horn’ in the mouths of the people. Though they conceal their anger, 
the storm is near the syrface. It is certain that before long that will happen which 
will astonish the whole world.” 
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SIGSBEE GAVE WARNING OF THE IMPENDING 
DISASTER, BUT IT WAS NOT HEEDED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—It Is said that the Government was some time ago 
warned by Capt. Sigsbee that the Maine was in danger. The warning is said to have 
come to Secretary Long in a cipher dispatch and was given by him to Assistant 
Secretary Day. Capt. Sigsbee in this message declared that his ship was in a dan- 
gerous position, and that he had reason to believe it was intentionally placed where 
it would be subject to the fire of masked batteries from the land and almost diretc-. 
ly over submarine mines or torpedoes. He expressed the opinion, with all due refer- 
ence for his superiors, that no more ships should be sent to Havana harbor for show 
purposes merely, or to make a demonstration of force. He warned the department 
that this would be exposing the ships to the possibility of destruction. 

He did not himself propose to leave Havana, as to do so would seem like running 
away from threatened danger, but he was very firm in regard to the folly of exposing 
other ships to the danger which he felt and almost knew hovered over his own com- 

mand. 

It is further reported that Minister de Lome, who was angered when he learned 
that an American battleship was to be sent to Havana, expressed an opinion that any 
ship sent there would be blown up sooner or later: To members of the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee he stated that the entire harbor was planted with torpedoes and pro- 
tected by submarine mines, both of which means of defense were operated from the 


shore. 


AN EXPERT SUSPECTS TREACHERY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 17.—A naval expert at the Cramps’ yards, whose knowledge 
of the warships of all nations makes him an authority, said: 

“It is hard to reconcile the stories of an accidental explosion on the Maine and the 
subsequent queer effects, Now, first of all, df the explosion had occurred entirely in 
the ship, and her whole cargo of ammunition had gone off, I fail to see how the 
lights of Havana should have been extinguished. Water don't carry shock just that 
way, but the ground under the water does, and it looks more and more to me like 
a submarine mine, Really, I do not believe for an instant that the explosion origi- 
nated on board of the Maine, and much less in the bow section devoted to the storage 
of torpedo amenunition. To sum it up, it may be said that an internal explosion is in 
the highest degree improbable. It may be barely possible, but all the logic of the 
conditions involving it is against that theory. Whatever may be ascertained by -ex- 
amination by divers, or by any other means of investigation, there must always 
remain good ground for suspicion that the Joss of the Maine and the destruction of 
a considerable part of the crew was due to treachery.” 


SUBMARINE MINES IN HAVANA HARBOR. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—Mrs. Grace Dean Hunt of No. 164 West Seventy-ninth street, 
this city, was in Havana two years ago, and while there made the acquaintance of 
Officials in high standing. Among them was Edgardo Fernandez y Lopes, & secret 
agent in the employ of the Spanish Government. She remarked to him that it seemed 
strange that all the guns of Moro Castle were trained to sea, and that they could 
do little or no damage to any enemy's vessel within the harbor.

His name, Samuel 
Knox, had been given him by his first ana 
only owner, whom he had loved and served 
faithfully, and he determined that, like 
him, “he would give every negro a fair 
chance.,”’ 

To purchase a negro and to give that ne- 
gro a chance to purchase his own freedom 
was Sam Knox’s life hobby. He already 
owned some Six or seven men and women. 
For several of the men he had purchased 
mules and drays and with each he kept an 
account. When feed, license and repair bills 
were deducted, he would give one-half of 
the net earnings to the negro, saying: 
‘‘Here’s for your Jiving.”” Then. he made 
a receipt for the remaindes for which he 
had printed blanks in the following form: 


WE. EAPO Ee BGs ccucdece ita ae 
Received of... my slave, dollars, 
which amount is to be placed to h... credit, and 
when $ with 6 per cent interest has thus 
been received by me I hereby agree to ‘set h... 
free. 


He would then hand this receipt to him, 
6aying: ‘“‘Here. Now work. Get done pay- 
ing me and own yourself. It’s only the no- 
account niggers who remain slaves.”’
